Paris, April 24.—Canada was among the nations represented at 
yesterday's session of the International Economic Council. The 
Dominion was represented by Sir Qeorge Perley. 

Other nations represented at the conference were Great Britain, 
the United States, France, Belgium, Switzerland, Holland, Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. 

A programme prepared by the Council yesterday provides for 
the participation of neutral nations in extending credits to Euro¬ 
pean countries in need of food and raw materisds but without ready 
cash to buy. 

Details of the plan have not been made public, but it is under¬ 
stood neutral countries having representatives at the meeting

San Bemo, April 24.—A complete agreement with respect to the 
attitude the Allies shall ^opt toward Germany in connection with 
the carrying out of the peace treaty has been reached by Premiers 
Lloyd George and Millerand, it was stated here to-day. 

The agreement was reached during a conference lasting three 
hours and a half between the tAj[o Premiers. The French Premier 
left the conference room palpably delighted with the outcome. 

Premiei* Lloyd George said; “Everything is most satisfactory. 
A full agreement was reached.”

JUDGE DROWNED 


Paris, April 24.—(By French WMre- 
legg),—Under the agreement relative 
to the exchange of Russian and 
French prisoners which nas been 
signed at Copenhagen by Litvlnoff 
and the French representative, 125 
French women and children are to 
be sent Immediately to the Finnish 
frontier by Soviet aulhorlllcs. They 
will be released in exchange for the 
3,000 Russian soldiers who have re¬ 
cently been landed at Odessa by 
order of the French Government. 

The agreement also stipulates that 
ail other French cltlsens held in Rus¬ 
sia shall be repatriated without ex¬ 
ception within three months by way 
of the Black Sea.

Ottawa, April 24.—At Regina on 
Wednesday two former Indian re¬ 
serves were opened for settlement by 
returned soldiers. Officials of the 
Soldier Settlement Board conducted 
the balloting. The Plapot Reserve 
consists of 16.300 acres, and the whole 
of It was turned over to returned sol¬ 
diers at an average price of $8,240 
per farming unit of approximately 
300 acres, or slightly over $10 an 
acre. A large number of farming 
units also were disposed of in the 
Ochopowac Indian Reserve. Tl^ 
reserve consists of 18,000 acres, ana 
the average price of farms was $3,000. 

These reserves and seven others 
were purchased from the Indians by 
the Settlement Board for disposal to 
returned soldiers at cost.

“Signor Nlltl’s aim Is to re-estab¬ 
lish as soon as possible commercial 
relations with Russia and as to politi¬ 
cal recognition, his desire la to act. 
if posBllde, in full accord with the 
Allied Governments. Signor Nltll 
wishes to follow a policy of peace, 
utilizing the resources of Germany 
and UusNia, Without which F^urope ! 
cannot have real peace and the whole j 
world cannot maintain economic 
equilibrium.’*

CHILD ADOPTION LAW. 


Kot the least important measure passed by 
the Legislature at its recent session is the Act 
which provides for the adoption of children. 
Hitherto in this Province no such provision exist¬ 
ed with the exception of a forln of agreement 
which savored very much of the primitive methods 
of soul barter. Under the law now on the statute 
books, however, the process is comparatively 
simple and once the net of adoption has been com¬ 
pleted the status of the minor as a member of the 
family into which it is admitted is definitely 
estabii-shed. 

Gone is the system which sought to perpetuate 
the brand of illegitimacy upon the innocent child. 
And no longer may an adopted minor retain the 
name of its unmarried motlier. Provision now is 
made for it to take tho name of the peti¬ 
tioner for adoption, or such name as the Court 
may bestow upon the request of the petitioner. 

The course for persons who desire to adopt 
children in the future, therefore, is perfectly 
clear, and to those who eutereil into the old form 
of agreement the Act offers the immediate privi¬ 
lege of legalising the procedure. .That is to say, 
all the petitioner is required to do is to consult 
the parents of the child, if that is possible; if 
it is not possible the Court may consider the sup- 
plemCntarj’ application and exercise the discre¬ 
tionary powers with which the Act endows it 
and grant or refuse the petition ns the case 
may be. 

•The Act is An extremely timely one and is a 
nsetui link in the chain of social legislation which 
has begun to attract attention outside of Hritish 
Columbia.

That he was the head of a movement de¬ 
signed to destroy the Entente was established 
b.v the secret services of several countries. His 
plotting in Italy was common knowledge and his 
association with German agencies in South Amer¬ 
ica, to which he hastened when forced out of 
France, also was generally known. He .should 
have bceii taken into eu.stody by the authorities 
early in the war; but he had been a very popular 
figure in French political life. He had been Pre¬ 
mier and had filled important cabinet positions, 
and, besides, as an able and eloquent Radical 
chieftain, had a large following throughout the 
country, 

The motives of hi.s devious eour.se during the 
war arc hard to understand. It is not charged 
that Germany bought liim. although it has been 
proved he had communication with German 
iigent.s. He was hostile to Great Britain, but that 
is no reason why he should have promoted a con¬ 
spiracy the succc.ss of which would have involved 
the ruin of l'>ance. It is possible that Germany 
bad some hold upon him which has not been 
j)ubliely disclosed. Perhaps, too, the whole trnth 
in connection with the tragedy in which lime, 
t'aillaux killed the editor of the Figaro to head 
off a certain disclosure aimed at her husband 'R 
that paper not long before the outbreak of the 
war has not been told. Whatever was in 
the hack of Caillaux’s head, what motives 
or dictation dominated him, tlie world may 
rover know; but he can consider himself 
e.vli'emely fortunate that the High Court 
of the French Senate modified the original 
e,barge, against him, and that his punish'ment is 
bani.shment for five years and the loss of his 
civil rights, instead of the penalty some of his 
tools paid before firing squads in tbe forest of 
I'ineeune.s.

Fifth period: 

7.87 p.m.—The Derfflinger Ared her 
last heavy round and drew off In 
wake of the main battle Aeet, fol¬ 
lowed by the Von der Tann; the 8ey- 
Idits and MoUke were not In the line 
during the night; the former reached 
Wilhelmshaven only two days after 
the battle. 

The Derfflinger entered Wilhelms- 
haven during the aftemon of June

Approves Jellieoe*s Course 

In Captain von Hase's opinion, “if 
on Juno l Admiral JelUcoe had tried 
to Join Issue off Horn's Reef. Eng¬ 
land's Aeet WQUld undoubtedly have 
had to relinquish In favor of America 
Its rank aa the strongest Aeet In the 
world." But he does not substantiate 
his belief. As he observes. "On Hay 
31 it wan no longer possible for Ad¬ 
miral Scheer, after he had disengaged 
himself from the claws of the lion, to 
take up with his Aeet fresh favorable 
tactical position before twilight fell.” 
In the author's opinion. Admiral Jel- 
llcoe acted in accordance with stra¬ 
tegic requirements when, on June 1, 
he refrained from pushing on into 
German territorial waters. The Ger¬ 
man Aeet was. In any case, check¬ 
mated; not even Its limited objec¬ 
tive in the Skaggerack had been at¬ 
tained. 

Throughout the book, Capt, von 
Hase speaks highly of the Ane shoot¬ 
ing of British ships. "I must admit,” 
he says, in a reference to the Queen 
Mary, "that the enemy's shooting was 
remarkable.” Again, describing the 
effect of the British gunAre on his 
own ship, ho says: "Salvo after sal¬ 
vo landed close to us and hit after 
hit shook our vessel. Those were 
most exciting minutes. 1 had not 
longer any means of communication 
with Ober-Lieutenant von Storch; 
the telephone wires and voice pipes 
to the foretop were severed.” "Shell 
upon shell crashed into the ship. The 
enemy was making admirablo shoot¬ 
ing,” he says in another plact.

Japan is becoming more strongly 
entrenched commercially in Man¬ 
churia, Mongolia and parts of China 
than Is generally credited, is the 
belief of Harlow T. Judson, an,engi¬ 
neer formerly with the Standard Oil 
Company in the Far Elast, and he 
declares that Japan is obtaining con¬ 
trol of many of the vlUUly important 
and proAtable Industries and natural 
deposits of wealth found in those 
places. Mr. Judson's work has taken 
him to nearly all sections of China, 
Manchuria and Mongolia. 

"Japan has now control of the 
wonderful hematite deposits of the 
Provlnnce of Kiangsee." he said, "and 
1 know oi no other .deposits of iron 
so rich as those of tnat Province, It 
exists in vast quantities and Is al¬ 
most pure Iron. Japan also has con¬ 
trol of the famous Hangyang iron 
district with its almost limitless 
mines and blast furnaces and is 
steadily shipping both pig iron and 
the raw ore from Hang/ang to Ja¬ 
pan. It Is a demonnstrated fact that 
China possesses enormous deposits 
of coat, of a better steam producing 
quality than docs Japan, and what 
the possibilities are of Japan get¬ 
ting control of these deposits and 
developlngn them, is difficult to know 
at present. 

To Control Oil Market. 

"Japan is also working desperately 
to control the old market of Mon¬ 
golia and Manchuria and it Is claimed 
that Japanese oil companies are op¬ 
erating under a rebate system from 
the Government which makes them 
competitors of the most formidable 
kind. This is proving very disas¬ 
trous to foreign oil Interests and it 
looka as though only the real short¬ 
age of oil enables them to compete 
with any success whatever with the 
Jaivanese oil people. To meet the 
methods of the Japanese oil mer¬ 
chants. the Standard Oil people have 
adopted the plan of bringing some

There has Just been Issued by a 
Lelpslg publishing house a book 
which gives the first German ac¬ 
count which has been published of 
the Battle of Jutland from a profes¬ 
sional sailor’s point of view. The 
author is 'Korvetten-Kapltan Georg 
von Hase. chief gunnery officer of 
the German battle-cruiser DerffHn- 
ger, which was hext in line to Ad¬ 
miral Htpper’s flagship Luttow when 
the German battle-cruiser squadron 
engaged Admiral Beatty's battle¬ 
cruiser fleet during the afternoon of 
May 31, 1918, and w'hlch claims to 
have had the chief part in sinking 
the Queen Mary and Invincible of 
Beatty’s fleet. The author Is, there¬ 
fore. exceptionally well qualified to 
describe the^battle from the German 
Voint of view, and all the more so as 
the Derfflinger. after the Luizow 
'hud fallen out, led the squadron and 
headed the final dash of the German 
line when the head of Admiral 
Scheer’s main fleet was turned and 
had to be withdrawn. 

At 3 a. m. on' May 31, 1916, says 
Captaih von Hase, the German bat- 
tll-crulscr squadron, under Vice- 
Admiral Hipper, put to sea from 
Schilling Roads. 'The squadron was 
preceded by light cruisers and by 
several destroyer flotillas. In the 
w’ake of the battle-cruisers w*ere the 
three squadrons, tw’enty-two ships 
uf the line, led by the commander- 
In-chief, Admiral Scheer. in the 
Friedrich der Grosse, with their at¬ 
tendant swarms of U-boats and de¬ 
stroyers. 

Object of Sortie. 

The high sea fleet proceeded on a 
northerly course west of Heligoland 
and of the Amrum Bank. The scope 
of the German sortie, says Captain 
von., Hase, was more extensive than 
usual. The' excursion was to extend 
to the coast of Norw'ay, and it was 
designed that during the night of 
May 31-June I the cruisers and de¬ 
stroyers should round up enemy and 
neutral shipping in the Skaggerack. 
It was hoped by this means to at¬ 
tract some part of the British fleet 
to the scene during the course of 
June 1, or perhaps even earlier. But 
the author adds, "nobody in the Ger¬ 
man fleet, not even the commander- 
in-chief, dreamed that the British 
main fleet was already at Sea. arrd 
that, moreover, it was making for 
the very point for which w© ourselves 
were making. ] 

Admiral Hipper's squadron 4>n 
May SI consisted of the Ave battle-' 
cruisers. Lutzow (Aagship), DerfAin- 
ger. Seydlltz, MoUke And Von der 
Tann.

Jiivery phase of the great strike that has e xtended across the country during the pa^t 
two weeks is covered iiTthc leading article in THE LITERARY DIGEST for April 24. In 
the opinioti of The Jersey .Tournal (Jersey City) "the outlaw strike is trying either to put 
union labor out of business or to put the country out of business,” and The Evening Post 
(Chicago) declares that it is "a test of organized labor’s ability to control its own affairs. 
If unionism cannot control its forces and cannot prove its value as a respectable co-operat- 
ing factor in the great task of doing the country’s work and producing the country’s 
wealth, the verdict will go aj^ainst it. While Attorney-General Palmer affirms that the 
strike was tho result of I.W.W. leadership and of the working out of an international Com¬ 
munist programme. Samuel (.iompers, head of the American Federation of Labor, blames 
“men like Senator Cummins and Governor Allen, of Kansas, with their l&slation to deny 
a man the right to quit work to enforce a legitimate claim or redress aiTdiijury” for the 
"wave of uneontrollahle resentment” which found e.xpression in this strike. The Evening 
I.edger (Philadelphia) declares that "the pressure that greed and stupid opportunism have 
put upon all wage-earners is almost intolerable.

City Horse Extinct 
by January, 1925 

Denver Has Measure to Ban 
Animal Traffic Altogether 
From Streets; Los Angeles 
Considering It Also. 

By J. C. Kerrison. 


Coming events cast their shadows I 
before them. 

Denver is considering the retire¬ 
ment of horses from her streets. 

The days when motor vehielea shall 
relegate the horse to the rear is, per¬ 
haps,, not so far away as one might 
think. 

If a certain measure offered to the 
Denver City Council by Councilman 
Theodore H. Proske is accepted then 
horses will have no standing In that 
city on and after January 1, 1925. 

The bill would prohibit the driving 
of horses, cattle, sheep or svyjne upon 
the streets, or maintaining "them in 
the city limits. Under the provisions 
of the bill, the manager of safety and 
exclse^would be authorized, however, 
to ser aside certain sections of the 
city for the use of stockyards and 
packing houses and could designate 
certain streets and alleys for the pur¬ 
pose of driving livestock to and from 
such district. In no other manner 
could livestock be driven through the 
streets or alleys except for purposes 
of display and then only for regular¬ 
ly licensed exhibitions or parades. 

"My idea in introducing this bill 


Is to eliminate horse traffic fr\>m the 
streets entirely,” declared Council¬ 
man Proske last night "I believe 
that it is a radical step, but enough 
time has been granted to permit all 
owners of livestock to make disposi¬ 
tion of their holdings,” he said. 

"The motor age is here, and its 
greatest impediment—horse traffic— 
must give way to It” 

Denver Is to-day what might be 
termed a motor ridden sity, and al¬ 
though her thoroughfares are much 
Wider than are those of many other 
cities she is not without her blockade 
and congestions caused more or less 
by the horse-drawn vehicle, which 
are greatly in the minority. 

Motor vehicles for both commercial 
and passenger services are most com¬ 
mon as can well be understood when 
it is known that there is a motor 
vehicle for every four inhaMtants of 
that city. 

It will certainly be Interesting to 
see Just what action will be taken on 
the proposed measure and its effect 
upon other big cities of the country. 

Los Angeles is also considering the 
horse-drawn vehicle question, but 
as yet there have been none daring 
enough to attempt to exclude horses 
from her streets, and there Is a great 
qxiestlon as to whether such a move¬ 
ment would be successful.

More and more 
we shall have to Import crude oil 
with increasing prices with the ne¬ 
cessity of enforced economy in its 
use. 

I Pennsylvania oil is to-day selling 
I for 26.10 a b-i.r;cl, the highest price 
In sixty years. 

Oil in Texas and Oklahoma has re¬ 
cently risen fifty per cent and is still 
going up. ^ 

In 1917 the tTnIted 8taU"i produced 
bO per cent of all the oil m the world. 

In that same year it used 63 pey' 
cdt of liie world’s supply und ex*-1 
pcr.cd 13 per c^nu I 

Since thea the first figure—the I 
production figure—has fallen and the 
consumption figure ha*} risen, and 
along with it has gone the priee, imlU 
gasoline is now selling for 30 cents 
a gallon, and r.i.Ing higher every day. 

For the automoblla this is a very 
serious situation. 

The man who has been using gaso¬ 
line for his stationary engine can put 
in a steain plant and use coal. 

~ But for the auto motor an entirely 
new fuel must be Invented or dla- 
covered. 

In 1920 this country will have about 
8,500,000 motor cars. That is six- 
sevenths of all the motor-driven ve¬ 
hicles in the world. 

That means that every Increase 
in the price of gasoline affects direct¬ 
ly or indirectly every mun, woman, 
and child In the country, no matter 
whether the family has or has not 
an automobile. 

When gasoline goes up It affects 
taxicab rates, the cost of hauling 
supplies, the cost of delivering coal, 
and a thousand and one other ser¬ 
vices rendered by the gax engine. 

Somebody—and that somebody 
should be the Government—should 


make it an Immediate duty to devise 
a substitute for gasoline. 

Henry Ford is said to be spending 
thousands of dollars in the effort to 
produce a new fuel. ^But this prob¬ 
lem Is not an Individual problem. 
It is a national problem and should 
be a Government function. 

The average consumption of gaso¬ 
line per motor Is about GOO gallons 
a year. That means a total annual 
use in this country for automobiles of 
4,250,000,000 gallons. 

An increase of one cent la price 
means 142,500,000. That iff more than 
a hundred thousand dollars a day 
additional expenses every time gaso¬ 
line goes up a penny. 

Isn't that enough to Interest the 
Government? 

More than that, the '»vemment 
should be interested for its own sake, 
for every decrease in the supply of 
crude oil and a consequent increase 
In price means either increasing the 
cost of feeding the fires under the 
boilers of every up-to-date warship 
or going back to the obsolete use of 
coal. 

The problem of finding a substitute 
for gasoline Is not half as hard as 
some we solved during the war. 

We wanted non-combusUble gas for 
balloons. There was only one gas 
lighter than air that would not ex¬ 
plode and that was ttellum, made 
from radium. 

But we solved the problem of mak¬ 
ing helium, and when the armistice 
was declared we were ready to make 
helium gas In any quantity needed 
at a nominal price. 

One man’s brains did that Some 
man’s brains can do as much for 
the gasoline problem. 

Alcohol, no longer legal as a bever¬ 
age, is an ideal fuel, high In power 
units, markedly free from carbon. 

It exists in nearly everything we 
grow, in com stalks, in potatoes, in 
much that is now practically useless 
as refuse. 

If alcohol is riot the best substitute, 
then whatever is beet should be dis¬ 
covered and be made available. 

And when the investigation is com¬ 
plete and the new fuel has been per¬ 
fected. the Government* should con¬ 
trol its manufacture and regulate it& 
price.

This Country Beaten Only by 
United States in Manu¬ 
facture of Automobiles 


Canada Is now the second nation In 
the world in the manufacture of au¬ 
tomobiles, the number of cars owned 
and the number owned per capita. 
The United States is first and Great 
Britain third. 

Figures taken from a Canadian 
Government report shows that the 
automobile industry In Canada em¬ 
ploys 15,000 workers and represents 
an investment of 850,000,000. The 
total sales of cars last year amounted 
to 1100,000.000, end the payroll ex¬ 
ceeded 116,000,000. 

During 1919 94,000 automobiles 

were manufactured in Canada, and it 
is believed this total will be increased 
36 per cent in 1920. Latest registra¬ 
tion records show that about 360,000 
motor vehicles are in operation 
throughout the Dominion.. 

One in every twenty-five persons 
in Canada owns a motor car. There 
are 6,000,000 automobiles In the 
United States, or one to every twenty 
Inhabitants. 

In England there are only 180.000 
cars, or one to every 268 persons. 
There Is one automobile to every 102 
people in FVance, to 684 people in 
Germany, to 1,000 people In Italy, to 
2,700 people in Austria, to 5,800 in 
Russia. 

Registration of cars in Canada In¬ 
creased 18 per cent over those of 
1918. 

Ontario continues to be the banner 
province for automobiles, with 127,- 
860 passenger cars and 11,428 trucks 
in use. Saskatchewan, Alberta, Mani¬ 
toba and Quebec follow In order. 

The rural populatiorv owns more 
than half of the cars In the Dominion, 
and in the prairie provinces the per¬ 
centage is higher.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

Those acquainied with motoring 
joys and sorrows gnow that a loss of 
compression is nothing to look for¬ 
ward to. Its causes are many and 
sometimes- hard to find and repair. 

Try the compression of each cylin¬ 
der and If it is weak or it it varies 
in the different cylinders, repair the 
trouble at once. 

It may leak in the piston rings. It 
may escape through a leaxy valve or 
petcock, or ooze past a spark plug. 

If the engine head is detachable It 
may leak past the gasket. 

Then again, you may have a 
cracked cylinder, but this is another 
problem. 

Care must be taken to keep the 
cylinder head tight, and in tightening 
It do it evenly all around, for if the 
gasket is not held firmly at any one 
point it will give way and leakage 
will result. 

The piston rings may have turned 
so that the openings are all in line, 
or you may be using such a light oil 
that the engine does n get a tight 
compression seal. 

Oil when heated Is very thin. 

In some cases patented piston rings 
will help eliminate the leakage. 

If the cylinder is worn oval there 
Is no remedy except that of reborlng 
lU 

Kerosene will help free the rings of 
carbon, but it is best to use it when 
you are ready to drain off the old 
crankcase oil. 

Make sure that the spark plugs fit 
tightly und that they are provided 
with good copper asbestos gaskets. 

A cracked porcelain will allow com¬ 
pression to escape. 

Look over the priming cups and 
see that they all fit tightly and stay 
closed. 

During compression the valves 
should be tightly closed. 

A broken spring or faulty adjust¬ 
ment will prevent their closing and 
this will result in no compression 
at all, or in the case of incorrect 
timing the troupl will be noticeable 
as a lack of power in all cylinders. 

Carbon under the valves will pre¬ 
vent them from seating tightly. 

The remedy her is to keep the en¬ 
gine free from carbon, the valves 
clean, and be sure that the timing of 
the valves and the tappet adjust¬ 
ment are as set down in your Instruc¬ 
tion book. 


serious loss of power, the lack of 
proper compression may safely be 
ascribed to the piston rings having 
worked Into line, or the cylinders 
having worn to a point where the 
pistons are u.iduty Ipose. 

, With the modem type rings, the 
former is a rare fault nowradays, so 
that the cause is narrowed down to 
plain wear. 

These are the chief causes of loss 
of compression. 

The self-starter, the boon of the 
present day motorist, is accompanied 
by one rather unfortunate result 

The operator who cranked his en¬ 
gine by hand knew the feel of the. 
compression and was guided by* it in 
determining to a certain extent > the 
power of hts engine. 

Most persons now seldom crank 
their engines by hand and have no 
guide except the operation of the car 
to warn them compression is falling 
off. 

Watch the compression—It will 
save you money that otherwise, you 
would give to the repairman. 

Lubrication is undoubtedly the 
most Important factor in truck main¬ 
tenance. 

Intelligent lubrication Is systematic 
lubriffntion. 

Elach day the truck or trucks 
should have an allotted period for 
greasing and oiling. 

The driver. In the case of one or a 
few trucks, should be required to go 
carefully over his truck and turn 
down all the grease cups. 

The life of a truck Is Increased by 
proper lubrication. 

The wearing parts are thoroughly 
protected when coated with a film 
of oil or grease, and wearing is con¬ 
siderably lessened, not overlooking 
the fact, too, that friction is”de¬ 
creased within the truck itself. le..v- 
ing more power for the overcoming 
of road resistance. 

The engine oil tihou1d.be changed 
at regular inten’als and occassionally 
kerosene run through the engine to 
clean it out thoroughly, removing any 
foreign particles of old oil sticking 
to the metal. 

This Is Insurance against scored 
cylinders or burned out bearings. 

Often the thought is that the time 
spent in lubricating is lost time, but 
the advantage in overcoming large 
repair bills more than outweighs the 
so-called wasted time.

The energy of radium. If harnessed, could furnish ample 
motive power to reach the moon In the rocket shown In 
the accompanying illustrations. The speed would acceler¬ 
ate as the friction of the earth’s atmosphere was left be¬ 
hind. The temperature would soon be 458 degrees below 
xero, but the vacuum envelopes about the rocket would 
neutralise that. At a disunce of 218.000 miles from the 
earth the gravity of the moon w'ould become paramount. 
For the remaining 27,000 miles the fall to the moon would 
be fatally rapid, but this Is retarded by a reversed power 
operated from the bow of the rocket. Always granting 
the possibility of radium being harnessed as motive pow¬ 
er. It Is alleged that no Insuperable physical difficulties 
would intervene. 

An Inferior view of this "moon rocket" indicates that 
It contains every appliance for the hSalth and comfort 
of the passengers. There are a radium power tank, radium 
operated engines, oxygen tank, dynamo, electric heater, 
compressed food cabinet, water tank and other apparatus.

Professor Goddard'a 
rocket requires only 802 pounds, because the gases are 
discharged, not at the usual rate of 1,000 feet a 8«cond, 
but at 7,000 feet.

of physics at Clark University. Worcester, Mass. His 
experiments have been carried on under the supervision 
and with the Indorsement of the Smithsonian Institution, 
which Is not given to chimerical or unscientific theories. 
Professor* Goddard is primarily Interested in obtaining 
photographs above the earth’s atmosphere, but many 
scientists believe that if that much can be attained an 
extension of the journey to the moon might be possible.

You need to feed the soul as well as the stomach, and a 
few rows of nasturtiums, dahlias, gladioli, sweet peas, 
sunflowers, hollyhocks and other blooms will brighten 
the Hummer months and add not a little to the Joy of 
gardening. And for your own sake and that of your 
neighbor make your garden neat and keen it well. 


THE BEAR RELATIVE OF THE RACCOON 


S IR ISAAC NKWTON* may or may not have discovered 
(he laws of gravity because of ..an apple that fell 
on his head, but Charles H. Brisbin, according to bis 
own statement, invented w'hat he calls an earthquake- 
proof brick because a brick fell on his head during the 
great San Francisco earthquake. 

One side of the Brisbin brick has two ring-shaped 


bosses, while the opposite side has two ring-shaped de¬ 
pressions opposite the bosses. When laid In a wall the 
bosses fit into the depressions, locking the bricks together, 
cither lengthwise or crosswise. 

The Brisbin brick, aa described in popular science 
Monthly, Is of the same else as the ordlnar>' building brick, 
differing only in that one aide of It is concaved and the 
other convex^d. This feature makes It kbeoiutely self- 
binding and interlocking. After a wall of such bricks has 
been built no brick can be removed unless alt the bricks 
above it are taken out or a chisel Is used. 

The interlocking brick promises to be particularly 
suitable for hollow walls, since it can be used as an 
absolute binder reaching from one wall Into the other, 
tying course to course In an eanhquake-proot structure. 

In the building of chimneys the Interlocking brick is 
again choice material, since It can be used as a binder 
to avoid cracks, w*hlch have in the past been the cause 
of countless fires. 

The new brick has a great many advantages. It can 
he laid inoiT easily and quickly and with less mortar. 
No wires, nails or broken bricks need be used In connec¬ 
tion with it. 

Hlnce the brick is concaved, the heat in the kiln reaches 
the centre of the mass of clay more quickly and the burn¬ 
ing is accomplished in less time than by the old method. 

Several large brick manufacturing plants In California 
and Arizona have already equipped ^heir machinery with 
dies fur making self-biodMg bricks. 


T HERU has recently been placed on exhibition at the 
New York Museum of Natural Historj' In New York 
City what is said to be the only giant panda ever 
brought to this country. The skin was obtaihed from a 
missionary In Western China, and is shown mounted in 
the accompanying illustration. 

The giant panda, whh'h in site and general shape 
resembles u beer, is In reality a distant relative of the 
raccoon. It Is sometimes called the bear-raccoon. Its 
striking black-and-white coat and short muzzle, as well 
as the curious black patches about the eyes, give It a 
most extraordinary appearance. Very little Is known re¬ 
garding Its huMis, but It Is said to feed on roots, vege¬ 
tables and bamboo shoots. It Is one of the rarest of ani¬ 
mals. having been first discovered In 1869 In the moun¬ 
tains of Moupln. Eastern Tibet, by the French missionary 
and explorer, I’cre David. 


How Leap Year Was Invented 
by Julius Caesar 

I T was In the year B. C. 46 that Julius Caesar intro¬ 
duced the nisextlle, or what is known to-day as leap 
year. Into the calendar. 

Previous to the adoption of the Julian system the 
Roman year consisted of S65 days only, divided into 12 
lunar months, with an occasional intercalary month to 
make up for the fact that more than twelve exact lunar 
months are required to complete the natural year. 

This system was very saitsfactory. and Julius Caesar 
much improved matters by his calendar which made each 
year to consist of 865^ days on the average, by Inserting 
another day every four years, between February *^4 and

STRANGE DISEASE Contracted from MUMMIES 


D SBC’ENDEI) from the days of the Pharaohs, bilhar- 
slosls. that ajicient plague of Egypt (hat has per¬ 
sisted tliroughout the centuries and which has 
grievously afflicted other parts of the world, can be cured, 
according to ihe discoverers of a'remarkable new remedy. 
The finders of the cure. Dr. Leiper of the l-K^ndon School 
of Tropical ^tedlcine, and Dr. Chrlstopherson. director of 
the Civil Hospitals at Khartum, have been decorated by 
the British Government. Scientists alt over the world 
have known for years that Egyptians in the days of tho 
Pharouho had epidemics of bilharziosis. 

The eggs of the parasite that cause the infection are 
found upon mummies. Persons handling the relics for 
export to museums and museum attendants frequently 
contract a light form of the disease. 

Hundreds of recent attempt# to clear up the mystery 
of the ordinal source of the plague and to establish an 
effectual cure have failed. When the war reached Egypt 
and the British made It an important base of military 
operations the British realized that a cure had to be 
found or the disaffection among the troopa there would 
be frightful. 

Scientists knew that the disease was carried by min¬ 
ute parasites that entered the body and made their way 
to the pelvic cavity, resulting in hemorrhages. The para¬ 
sites were not overcome by any previously known reme¬ 
dies and, although^the patient did not always die. he was 
permanently hors de combat and suffered intensely, in 
the Boer war. 625 men in South Africa were Infected 


with bilharziosis. In 1911, 3^9 of these were still on the 
sick report. 

Dr. Leiper found that the parasites tended be present 
in accumulations of water and that some water mollusk 
there imbibed the parasites and spread them through the 
medium of touch or consumption. 

Dr. Leiper hired small Egyptian boys to bring to his 
laboratory all the snails snd other fresh water shellfish 
(hat they could catch. Work upon these demonstrated 
that the larvae of the disease were present In appalling 
quantities In all such fish "found at spots daily frequented, 
such as the front of cafes and at the bend of the canal 
daily used for washing." 

Rats, utilized as experimental patients, were put to 
wade in water In which the snails with this kurvae were 
confined. Whether they drank the water or not, they 
developed bilharziosis. The disease then w’as contracted 
by men when they bathed In streams where the larvae 
were. 

To stamp out the disease will require the dr>’ing up 
of all streams where the disease parasites are known or 
suspected to be. and will take years. 

Dr. Chrlstopherson suggested a metal antimony to 
be injected into the vein of a person suffering from bU- 
harslosls. This was the same treatment that had been 
used upon sufferers from Kala A tar. deadly East Indian 
and Mediterranean disease, which killed some 95 per cent 
of Its victims before a remedy could be found for it. 
Antimony was Uied with strikingly satisfactory resulu. 


This reckoning was not quite accurate, however, as 
the natural year consists of 366 6 hours 48 minutes 50 
seconds only, and when Pope Gregory Till, studied the 
subject In 1S82 he found there was a dlfferenee of 10 days 
between the Julian and the natural time.

Home Gardens to Knock the “H” Out of the 
High Cost of Living . 


To guard against future discrepancies the Pope drew 
up a list of leap j’ears. and although 1700, 1800 end 1900 
were not Included. 2000 will be a leap .year. There Is how 
only a difference of 22 seconds per annum between cal¬ 
endar and natural time. 

ICngland did not accept the Gregorian Amendment un¬ 
til 1761, by which time the difference between the Julian 
calendar and natural time had become 11 days. A decree 
waa Issued to meet the case, and September 3. 1761, be¬ 
came September 14.

H ang I.P the llUdle and .the buw: take down the 
shovel and the hoe—with apologies to "Old Black 
Joe." If you have a little plot of grooiyl and fail 
to grow corn and potatoes upon It this season, you will 
not be doing your part In knocking the "H" out of old 
High Cost of J.ilving. 

When the war was over many people supposed that 
the necessity for conserving food and increasing produc¬ 
tion had passed, but the fact is that products of tho soil 
are likely to be less abundant the coming season than 
they were while the great conflict was on. During war 
times farmers strained every nerve in a patriotic en¬ 
deavor to raise alt the food they could. They are doing 
this no longer. On the contrary, they are planting less 
freely than for many years. This is indicated by reports 
from seedsmen who say that farmers are purcha-slng seeds 
In greatly reduced Quantities. This Isn’t because of any 
attempt on tho farmers’ part to put a spoke In the 
wheels of prosperity, but simply an effort to keep their 
heads above water. 

It is almost impossible to get labor on the farm unless 
at w’ftges which approximate those of the city shops. And 
If such wages were paid thw whole country would rise up 
In Its wrath bOcause of the prlcea farmers would have 
to charga for their goodsi The outlook, then, is fur 
grkatiy det-raased farm crops. 

But the seedsmen say that amateurs are ordering 
vegetable seeds enough to plant all the back yards In 
the country. Evidently the seriousness of the fwd situ¬ 
ation Is being keenly realised, with the result that home 
gardens will be found on every hand. 

It is u fortunate fact that seeds for the most torn are 
piruilful. Green peas are short, but beans, corn and the 


root crops produced well last year so (hat the seedamen 
have little excuse even (o raise the prices. Perhaps It 
will not apply to small garden tools, but tractors und 
other heavy farm machinery are costing rather less than 
last year. The machinery makers are doing their part 
to keep the world from starvation. 

If you are a wise garden maker you will grow largely 
those vegetables which are valuable food products. Be¬ 
sides corn and beans you will need carrots, beets, ruta¬ 
baga turnips, cabbages and squashea if you have room 
enough for even a fence over which they can climb. U 
has been found that carrots posseaa the vitamens which 
are now considered so necessary for good health, and ac¬ 
cordingly their planting Is being wjdely recommended. 

You will need leaf crops, too. such as lettuce, spinach 
and Swisa chard. One of the beat of all garden vege¬ 
tables la New Zealand spinach, ao-callad, which when 
planted In May will keep on producing until frost. Un¬ 
like old-fashioned splimch. you simply pick off the leaves, 
which Immediately renew themselves. This Is one of 
the Indispensable vegetables If you like greens. Allow 
at least two'feet between the plants an4. soak the seeds 
for several hours before you put them Into the ground. 

order some Chinese cabbage, but do not plant the 
Seeds until the last day of June. You will find It a most 
desirable vegetable for Fall and an excellent substitute 
for lettuce when eaten raw. 

l>on't make the common mistake of planting all your 
seed at once. Put in short rows of lettuce, beets, radishes, 
rur||2ts and beans In the Spring, and keep on planting at 
Inten'als so that you will have a long succrtalon and never 
too much at one time. \Vlth the later crops, though, it 


Cheap Helium 


Until two years ago, helium was more or less 
of a laboratory curiosity. Not nmre than a few 
hundred cubic feet of the gss had ever been pre¬ 
pared, and this at a cost of nearly $2,000 per cubic 
foot. Commercial production was stimulated dur¬ 
ing the war owing to ^he desirability of fiuding 
a non-inflammable substitute for hydrogen for 
use in balloons. As a result, commendal processes 
were developed, and in 1918 the gas was .being 
produced in Texas at the rate of 8,000 cubic feet 
a day. Now a large plant isMiearing completion at 
Kurt Worth, and it is estimated that the output will 
cost only 5.22 cents per cubic foot. The price viH 
still be prohibitive so far as the large sirships are 
concerned, since hydrogen can be obtained for con¬ 
siderably less than one cent per cubic foot. The 
Alberta natural gas contains about one per cent 
of heliutA. and the problem of its extraction in the 
pure state has been under investigation for some 
time by Professor J. C. McLennan.—Canadian 
Mining Journal.

In 1841 the Chief Buperintendent 
of British trade In China said: “The 
surgeon’« knife was better calculated 
to eoncillate the Chinese than any 
weapon of war.’’ 

He was the organizer of the Can¬ 
ton Medical Missionary Society, 
which claims to be the oldest organ¬ 
isation of Its kind In the world. Ills 
hospital Is now culled the “Canton 
Hospital’* and prides itself on being 
the oldest In the Orient. It Is'striv¬ 
ing to develop a strong medical col¬ 
lege, thus following “the lead” of Dr. 
Parker. wKo trained several young 
men to a large degree of usefulness 
ae assistants. 

Trusted and honored by both the 
United States and China he was 
largely Instrumental In negotiating a 
treaty between the two countries.

The year 1920 Is the Centenary of 
Medical Missions. Fortunate indeed 
was the Medical Missionary enti^- 
prlse ill its early crusaders. In lAo 
Dr. John Bcudder left an established 
and lucrative medical practise in 
New York City to go to India as the 
pioneer of Medical Missionary work, 
setting ad example of sacrifice and 
ue.votion to the hundreds of Christian 
Missionary physicians and nurses 
who have followed In his steps. 

The pioneer Medical Missionary to 
China was Dr. Peter Parker, a man 
whose “life was crowded with ac¬ 
tivities of many kinds, and upon 
whom numerous honors were confer- 
re<l.” 

China's great wall, 1,500 miles long, 
built ^00 years before t'hrlst, was 
typical of China's self-satisfaction, 
■pride and exclusiveness. For more 
than 4,000 years her history had been 
in the making. Her civilization had 
Hniedated and outiived that of Baby¬ 
lon. Egypt, Rome and/Greece. Why 
should she change? 

In the early part of the nineteenth 
ceiitury, the Chinese wall of conser¬ 
vation and conceit wan still standing, 
and there was no gate open for the 
admission of anything new or for¬ 
eign. "in these days, when foreign¬ 
ers were given scant welcome to 
CUlim, the first Medical Missionary 
to tiiat unfriendly country. Dr. 
Parker, landed at C.mton, and soon 
began to open the eyes of the blind 
and to cute the sick. In time, patients 
from every part of China were 
treated In his hospital at Canton, and 
men of every rank received a new 
Impression of the 'foreign devils.’ 
'i'he eyes of the Chinese were being 
opened in more ways than one. Men 
of Influence came Into jwrsonal touch 
with an unselfish fellow-man of a 
different race, whose disinterested 
service amazed them. Thus It is 
said that Peter Parker opened China 
‘with tbe point of hijs lancet.' (Cer¬ 
tain it is thst Dr. Parker was largely 
responsible for the opening of China 
to missionaries, and he must be 
counted among those who did much 
to foster friendship between the 
Orient and the Occident.” In all 
lands this work of medical mission 
as a “pioneer agency" In opening the 
door for both missionaries and other 
foreigners, has been one of Its most 
Important functions. 

Like every serious and sincere per¬ 
son. he early began to ask himself 
what use be should make of his life. 
Poverty, sickness, disappointment 
and hardship pressed him, but he al¬ 
lowed nothing to stand in the way 
of his purpose to excel. During his 
senior year at Yale University he de¬ 
cided to become a foreign missionary. 
Of course, there were people who 
said it was a pity for a maif with Dr. 
Parker's training "to throw himself 
away on the heathen.” 

lit 1834 he sailed for China, and 
after a brief period of language study 
he began his great work with the 
opening of the (?hpthalmlc Hospital 
in 1886. It was decided to offer treat¬ 
ment for diseases of the eye. since

Methodist Churches. So far as we 
chn Judge at this distance the pros¬ 
pect is that union will be accom¬ 
plished shortly, but the churches In 
the Old Land aro passing through a 
similar campaign to that which we 
underwent In Canada Just thirty- 
seven years ago. There afe differ¬ 
ences In the British churches Just as 
there were in the Canadian churches, 
but these differences are not vitally 
important. Some fear that Methodist 
union will bar the way to a possible 
unlqn with the Anglican church; but 
at present the latter does not seem 
to be R matter of any urgency. There 
is a tendency to stress points of dif¬ 
ference in doctrinal statement and 
ecclesiastical procedure, but the ma¬ 
jority have evidently passed this 
stage. 


CHURCH IN OTTAWA 

WELCOMES OVERALLS 


Right Rev. A. J. Doull, Bishop of 
Kootenay, writing in "The Canadian 
Churchman.’’ deals at length with the 
progress towards union of the Pres¬ 
byterians and Anglicans in British 
Columbia. The following is a short 
synopsis of his article. In commenc¬ 
ing, he says: 

"Britlsli Columbia, so far as I 
know, is the only province In Canada 
where two great comipunions, Pres¬ 
byterian and Anglican, are In offic¬ 
ial touch with one another through 
committees duly appointed for the 
purpose of endeavoring to bring 
about* closer relationship and untim- 
ate union. 

"In May. 1919, the Presbyterian 
Synod of the Province of British Co¬ 
lumbia was addressed by the Bishop 
of New WCestmlnster and myself 
upon the subject of Christian union. 
The immediate result was the ap¬ 
pointment by that body of a com¬ 
mittee ’to study the Report X>f the 
Faith and Order Commission and 
hold conference.' with representa¬ 
tives of the Anglican communion of 
co-operation. 

“As a result a conference was held 
in October between the Bishops of 
the province and the official com¬ 
mittee of the Presbyterian Synod, at 
which certain points were unani¬ 
mously agreed upon among them be¬ 
ing the prevention of overlapping in 
sparsely settled districts: the making 
of an adequate survey of the prov¬ 
ince from a religious standpoint; In¬ 
formation regarding the Oriental 
question law enforcement; religious 
teaching in public schools, and the 
preparation and distribution of popu¬ 
lar literature.

IDEALS AS HERITAGE 


In claiming that the formation of 
a National Council of Women of 
Canada, over a quarter of a century 
ago, marked a memorable epoch in 
tlio history of our iJomlnion, I am 
taking It for grunted that those who 
rgad iny little message need no re- 
ihlnder of the fundamental principles 
upon wl\tch It was founded. They 
already know how broad are the lines 
upon which it strives to work in the 
fostering of national sentiment and 
true patriotism, and how fully It 
. recognizes (he tulue of organized ef¬ 
fort and united action: the sertiee 
of God through the feiiowship of hu- 
nmh efTori- being Us keynote and 
goal. 

The passing of the years since the 
planting of th(> first seed has given 
us much to rejoice over. Our coun¬ 
cil records tell us this, and have 
taught us also many wholesome les¬ 
sons, amongst them, that whilst we 
cannot have an aim too high, we 
may not always be able to reach it 
without long and patient effort; that 
to secure results we need the grace 
of waiting, the toll of cultivation 
and the discipline of years. Mother 
Nature shows us *'that the frosts of 
Autumn and the snows of W’inter all 
hu>e their part In the progresses of 
production, and that there can be 
no reaping without sowing, no suc¬ 
cess without much paUence, no fruit¬ 
ion without the blesalng of oUr Father 
In Heaven. ’ Fully realizing this, and 
Imbued by the spirit of the bond 
which binds us together, may we not 
in the futiii'e. as by (iod's help w«' 
have striven to do in the past, march 
on unduuntod towards the goal of 
our hopes, giving of our best—our i 
tollectl\e best, our Individual best—] 
to the service to which wc are I 
pledged ? I 

For our inspiration and encourage¬ 
ment. let me quote the words of 
«»ur honored founder. Lady Aberdeen, 
when, some years ago in the course 
of an address upon "Women In fan- 
ada," given in the Hall of the Bociety 
of Arts in old Londin, she told her 
Kngllsh audience that* •‘there were 
but few countries whose past history 
and present development, were so 
closely Identifled with the influence 
of Us women as has been the case 
w*Uh the Dominion of Canada^ Its 
records, after It was settled .by the 
white races, are illumined, in all Its 
provinces, by the cherished traditions 
of the high courage and devotion of 
its heroic women, which should serve 
for all lime as an Inspiration to their 
descendants; thus, largely because of 
autih women and others like-minded 
with them, Canada had become the 
country of which we are all so proud. 
Hurely they have counted, and are 
counting (if the laws of heredity-have | 
any meaning), for very much In the j 
upbuilding of our grand nation, and I 
we should be degenerate daughters 
Indeed If wc with our wider oppor-» 
tunities. should lose by self-indul¬ 
gence or Indifference, any part of 
our glorious inheritance." 

In summing up her own experience 
of the Women of Canada to-day. 
Lady Aberdeen said that "the one 
word which seemed best to belong 
t»» them was Efficiency. French- 
Canadiati or .Manitoblan, Nova Sco- | 
tlun, British (’ohnnblan. Albertan or ; 
the women of Ontario, they were all \ 
alike hull-marked by this stamp: \ 
capacity, alertness, and a 'quick I 
uuupubillty everyw'ner,e." 

Surely, then each of us. with a 
keen realization of our increased op¬ 
portunities and our individual sense 
of reaponslblllty towards the service 
In which we are enlisted, should 
strive to the utnmst to deserve so 
high a commendation. True. It may 
not often he given to us to sec even, 
our own Illile sta’llon of the big de- 
Higii taking on shape and form, for I 
It Is not always the hand that sowg | 
the seed which reaps the golden grain 
and garners the harvest. - There are, 
in the warp and woof of many fab¬ 
rics, some finer smaller threads, 
which hardly show in the main pat¬ 
tern. hut which yet are absolutely 
necessary to n.ake a perfected whole, 
iind therefore cannot be left out of It 
W'ithout loss, and I believe from my 
heart that we women of the Council 
are often quite content to be those 
lesser threads, for ours may not al¬ 
ways he the skilled labor, but It can 
be the ready, wilting service of the 
•'tnan.v hands'* which help to make 
"work light." To a traveller, who 
was admiring that wonder of orcJil- 
tecture. the Cathedral of Cologne, a 
laborer standing by Is said to have re¬ 
marked. "Yes, it Is a fine building, 
and took us many a year to finish It'» 
"Took you?” queried the traveller.

Ideal Local Council in any centre; 

I. Let our Local Councils have 
more concentration of purpose. 

II. Let them see to It that no 
woman in their city, no existing or 
about to exist society.'" he left un¬ 
asked to affiliate with them. Kvefy 
woman In the Dominion .should have 
the opportunity.given hdr to-become 
a member, through one branch or 
another, of the Women's t'ouncll of 
Canada. She should learn by per¬ 
sona! experience what It is to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the woman¬ 
hood of her country In the promotion 
of its welfare. 

III. Never should be beard, un-, 
challenged, from any member of any 
affiliated society.

WelV whose 
fault Is that? loirgely that of ihe 
Executive Board of the special brandh 
to which she belongs—someone has 
stood too much at ease—someone has 
blundered. The President of her 
affiliated society has perhaps b«a'n 
alack In her attendance at the meet¬ 
ings of the Central Board, and so 
has had no grist to bring back' to^er 

nu/n mill ^ 


Occasionally In the course of our 
reading we run across some rather 
bitter denunciation o( women for 
I their lapk of honor In their dealings 
with each other and their attitude 
toward lifd In general. Not only men 
I but women themselves seem to take 
I pleasure in recounting all sorts of 
petty and unworthy actions to 11- 
I lustrate the failure of our sex to hold 
I to a sta,n(lHrd of fair play. 

We cannot deny that much Uuil Is 
I said and written is true of frail hu- 
I man nature, but that Is the point, hu- 
I man nature, not neoessarly woman 
I nature. The assertions that are made 
I against the sex are too sweeping and i 
I unqualified. To listen to some per- j 
{ sons one Would think that men had 
I the monopoly of honor and that wo- i 
I men did not understand the meaning | 
I of the word. I 

Unfair Distinctions j 

Are there no liars, cheats and | 
slackers among men? Have we not I 
all known Just as many fine, honor-1 
able, upright and conscientious wo¬ 
men as we have known men? If not, 
tlien Indeed our experience has been 
unfortunate, for the world is teeming 
with women of the highest sense of 
honor, women who would die cheer¬ 
fully for the principles, women lead¬ 
ing uncomplaining lives of the super- 
most self-sacrifice, women who fol¬ 
low their high ideals without count-. 
Ing the cost, seeking neither glory 
nor repose. 

One Sided Argument 

The truth Is that the arguments 
brought up are usually one sided, fur 
in exHitihg their own virtues men 
frequently leave not a single good 
quality to members of the opposite 
sex. Tet we have all knowm many 
women who would not stop to the 
petty subterfuge that some men 
prax'tlse In business, nor soil their 
hands with such dishonorable me¬ 
thods. 

But none the less men seem to 
think they are the so'e exponents of 
fair play. Yet modern business me¬ 
thods are apt to be rather ruthless: 
there Is not much "fair pla)*” shown; 
it is usually a case of the survival of 
the fiitet^t. Following the "rules of 
the game" would probably land one 
In the poor house. 

Though one may have suffered j 
from the petty Jealousy, dishonesty 1 
or dishonorable practices of either 
sex. that is no reason to be narrow ' 
enough to condemn that sex as a j 
whole. There are dlah'norable men] 


Just ns there are dishonorable wo¬ 
men; it is human nature; it Is not con¬ 
fined to one sex more than to the 
other, and It Is unfair and unjust to 
denounce either men or women be¬ 
cause of Isolated cases an individual 
may have known. 

Much as one may love father, bro¬ 
thers, husband or sons, one is not 
willing to concede that they have all 
the virtues of courage, truthfulness, 
paiience, perseverance and loyalty 
simply because they are men. Nor 
can we »»ay that mother, sisters or 
daughters lack these qualities solely 
because they are womeii- 
Infallible Proof 

Were wompq^^so entirely lacking in 
coumge and fortitude aj some seem 
to think, then surely the human race 
would have become extinct before 
this, for it takes both courage and 
fortitude to bear children. Had they 
not fnr more endurance and patience 
In suffering than men the world 
would have been depopulated long 
ago. Yet these very qualities are 
often denied them. Adversity but 
brings out the best that Is In them 
of loyalty and steadfaetnesa 

There Is but one answer to the 
question, and It will be found In the 
theory of one code of honor for men 
and women alike, with all that it in¬ 
volves. There is nothing new under 
the sun, nor can we start with flam¬ 
ing swords to revolutionize the race, 
but vs*e cun each one of us do bur 
share to make the world a better 
place because we live in IL 

Let us solve the problem In our 
own lives and In our relations with 
others by a simple straight forward 
honesty in all oor deaHpgs; not seek¬ 
ing to take advantage one of another, 
bearing ourselves honorably and up¬ 
rightly before all men, and by our 
I silent example being r pillar of 
strength to those we lo e. 

“Noblesse Oblige.” 

There Is so rou' h that Is beautiful 
In the soul of a true woman that it 
. is a pity to l>esmirch it with cheap 
cynicism and trifling dishonesty. Wo¬ 
men should avoid speaking dlsparag- 
litfly of each other, but rather stand 
up for their sex courageously ut all 
times. 

If we hold to our high ideals we 
need not fear for coming generations, 
blood will telL Let us give them the 
heritage of an honorable father and 
mother, and we need not fear, son or 
daughter will bear in their hearts the 
motto, "Noblesse Oblige.**

The water la drawn by 
‘ capillary attraction through the 
J wicks and saturates the cover. 

Low Cost Oparation. 

As evaporation takes place, heat is 
' taken from the inside of the refrig¬ 
erator, thereby lowering the temper¬ 
ature of the inside and the contents. 
Capillary action starts more readily 
if the cover Is first dampened by dip¬ 
ping It In water or throwing water 
upon it. The greater the rate of eva¬ 
poration the lower the temperature 
which can be secured; therefore, the 
refrigerator works best when rapid 
evaporation takes place. 

When the refrigerator Is placed in 
a shady place in a strong breeze and 
the air Is warm and dry, evaporation 
takes place continuously and rapidly 
and the temperature Inside tiie re¬ 
frigerator is reduced. Under Ideal 
conditions the temperature has been 
known to be reduced to fifty degrees 
FabrenljelL 

Evaporation. 

When ft Is damp and the air Is 
full of moisture, the refrigerator will 
not work as well, since there Is not 
enough evaporation. More water will 
find Us way to the lower PU). but It 
win bo drawn up into the covering 
by cuplJlury attraction when the air 
again becomes drier. 

The refrigerator should be regular¬ 
ly cleaned and sunned. If the frame¬ 
work, shelves and pans are white 
enamelled they can be more easily 
kept in a sanitary condition. It Is 
welt to have two covers, so that a 
fresh one can be used each week and 
the soiled one washed and sunn^.

Simple Rules.

V'our cupfuls flour, one teaspoon- 
ful suit, two tablespo^nfuls butter, 
one cupful scalded milk, one cake 
comtiressed yeast mixed with one- 
quarter. cupful of lukewarm water 
and one tablespoonful of sugar; ex¬ 
tra butter. 

Reser\'e one-half cupful of flour. 
Pour the hut milk on the salt, sugar 
and butter. When it has become 
lukewarm, stir Into it the yeast and 
add the flour, gradually using as 
much of the reser\*ed portion ns ne¬ 
cessary. 

WTien stiff enough knead the dough 
on a board. Let it rise until three 
times Us original bulk. Roll out 
about one-half Inch thick. (*ut with 
a biscuit cutter. Bpread lightly with ' 
melted butter. Crekse wlttuthe back 
of a knife handle dipped In flour and 
fold almost double. Let the rolls 
rise again about twenty minutes. 
Brush with water and bake on top 
side In a gas oven for about twenty 
nrtnuies. HaV'e The oven hot. 

Maple Sugar Rolls 
Mix baking powder biscuit dough, 
roll one-half Inch thick, spread with 
dry maple sugar, scrapped or ground 
fine; roll up like Jelly, roll, cut In 
slices one inch thick; lay close to¬ 
gether In biscuit tin and bake. In hot 
oven. 

Cinnamon Raisin Buns 
Two cupfuls flour, two teaspoon¬ 
fuls baking powder, one cupful milk, 
one tablespoonful butter, one-half 
teaspoonful salt. 

Sift the dry Ingredients. Cut In the 
butter and then add milk. Roll out 
dough to a thickness of one-half 
Inch. Now spread two tablespoonfuts 
of cinnamon and one cupful of raisins 
on dough. Roll and cut into pieces

This makes a very at¬ 
tractive surface and one that can be 
easily kept clean. The screen wire 
also may receive the coats of enamel, 
which will prevent it from rushing. 

6ake of Convenisnes. 

A cover of canton flannel, burlap, 
or duck Is made lo fit the frame. Put 
the smooth side out if canton flannel 
is used. It will require about three 
yards of material. This cover Is but¬ 
toned around the top of the frame 
and down the side on which the door 
is not hinged, using buggy hooks 
and eyes or largo headed tacks and 
eyelets worked in the material. 

On the front side arrange the hooks 
on the top of the door Instead of on 
tho frame, and also fasten the cover 
down the latch side of the door, al¬ 
lowing a wide hem of the material to 
overlap the place where the door 
closes. The door can then be opened 
without unbuttoning the cover. The 
bottom of the cover should extend 
down into the lower pan. Four double 
strips, which taper tp eight or ten' 
Inches in width, are sewed to the 
upper part of the cover. These strips 
forms wicks that dip over Into the 
upncr.pan. 

The dimensions given make a re¬ 
frigerator of very convenient size for 
houi}ehold use and one with efficient 
evaporating surface.' but It Is not 
necessary to follow strictly these di¬ 
mensions. If a large capacity is 
desired the height of the refrigerator 
can be increased. 

In homes where large quantities of 
milk and butter are to be kept It 
would be well to have one refriger¬ 
ator for milk and another for other 
foods, as milk and butter readily ab- 


spoonfut baking soda, two cups sour 
milk, one (easpoonful salt, one cup 
finely chopped nuts. 

First, mix all the dhy injrredU-nts 
together. Then stir sour milk Into 
flour mixture. When batter is smooth 
stir In chopped nuts.

Good Luek Johnnie Cake 
One cupful Indian fneal. one cupful 
flour, one-third cupful sugar, one 
tablespoonful shortening, a little salt, 
four teaspoon fills baking powder. 

I Sift dry Ingredients together, add one 
egg. mix soft with milk or water. 

Hot Water Ginger Bread 
One cupful molasses, one table¬ 
spoonful ginger, one-half teaspoonful 
salt, one-half cupful boiling water, 
one teaapoonful soda, one tablespoon¬ 
ful melted butter, two cupfuls flour. 

Mix In order given. Bake in deep 
cake pan In a moderate oven for one- 
half hour. 

Oatmeal Brsad 

One-half pint oatmeal, one-half 
pint flour, one-half teaapoonful salt, 
three leaspoonfuls baking powder, 
three-fourths pint milk. Boll oatmeal 
in one and one-half pint salt water 
for one hour, add milk, set aside to 
cool. When cool add flour, baking 
powder and salt. Bake forty minutes 
In moderate oven. 

Boston Brown Bread 
One cup rye meal, cup cornmeal. 
one cup graham flour, two cups milk, 
three-fourths cup molasses, one and 
one-half teaspoonfuls salt, four tea- 
spoonsfuls baking powder. 

Mix the dry ingredients. Then add 
the milk and molasses and stir It 
Into the flour mixture. Steam in a 
brown-bread tin for three hours, 
divide into three greased one-half, 
pound baking powder tins and steam 
for one hour.

Aerial League Points to Needs 
of the Immediate 
Future 


Although the project has been In 
mind for a long time, the members 
of the Aerial League of Canada have 
Ju. i commenced a public campaign 
for municipal aerodromes and cus¬ 
toms air-ports on the island. Ap¬ 
proaching the City Council, B.oard of 
Trade, clubs and other bodies In the 
city, a committee composed of repre- 
sentative men from each organisa¬ 
tion is now' at work bn the project. 

The suggestions offered by the 
aviators Is that the large field some 
hundred yards north of the Uplands 
property, now^fn use for pAsture and 
crops, be established as a public 
aer^rome and permission be sought 
from the Air Board to have it listed 
AS a customs air harbor. The field 
is over 300 yards breadth by 70o 
yards In length and said to be admir¬ 
able for the purposes of flying. 

Together with this suggestion is 
another that a portion of Cadboro 
Bay only about half a mile distant 
be set aside as h seaplane landing 
base. The two landing pounds, for 
sea and land aJrcmft -could be Incor¬ 
porated as a public customs air har¬ 
bor and could be listed as a first- 
class flying ground under the new 
aeronautical regulations. 

The Idea offered by the local avi¬ 
ators Is that the municipality should 
own the property, and operate the 
customs air harbor under rental sys¬ 
tem such as in an ordinary motor 
garage. There la little doubt too that 
a subsidy would be forthcoming for 
the customs end of the work. 

The League pointed out that Vic¬ 
toria is directly In the path of several 
main airlines that have been pro¬ 
posed. and will be In operation short¬ 
ly. The location of Victoria is such 
that U lies dlredtly on the route of 
the Alaaka-San Franclaco Aerial 
Service route which Is to be shortly 
Inagurated by the United States. 

The western terminus of the all- 
Panadlan aerial rdute which has been 
proposed by the Air Board, with the 
co-operation of the various cities on 
the route, would naturally fall to 
this city, as should the Canadian 
terminus for the trans-Paclflc ser¬ 
vice when It Is established. 

The local aviators contend that it 
will be only a matter of a very short 
time until a customs air harbor will 
be a necessity at Victoria, and that 
the time Is ripe for a little prelimin¬ 
ary preparation before more progres¬ 
sive communities take the advantage 
of the lack of local action on one of 
the most Important developments of 
the day. 

As far ns is known at present the* 
project of the Aerial I.,eague is re¬ 
ceiving cordial support, and has 
much chance of success, ns it calls 
for no immediate outlay of money, 
and a very economical expenditure 
will make the air harbor a permanent 
and paying acquisition.

The performance of I»rd Berner's 
new work "Fantalsle Espagnole" at 
the "Prom" concerts, has set all 
London astir. This composition con¬ 
sists of three short pieces to be 
played without a break and Is Irrl- 
sistible in its attractive themes and 
rhythms of Spanish folklore. The 
movements compriM.* Prelude, Fan- : 
dango and March, In which Lord 
Berners, It is said, has parodied the 
conventional musical representation 
of Spain. Lord Berner—Gerald 
Hugh TyrwhUt—was bom In 1S88 
and succeeded last year to the title i 
which is one of the oldest in the peer- ^ 
age, dating from 1466. He received i 
hits musical education first in Drss- 
den, and afterwards became a pupil 
of a well-known English musician, 
but In 1909 he entered the British 
Diplomatic Service, and since 1912 
he has been Honorary Attache at the 
British Embassy In Rome.* where he 
had the oppcrtunlty of meeting Al¬ 
fredo t'asella, and also had the ad¬ 
vice of guidance of IJor Stravinsky— 
with the latter of whom he Is on 
terms of close friendship. Baron 
Berners ha# rare musical tempera-, 
ment; his sense of humor Is com-i 
plete; his strong vein of irony Is i 
characteristic in Its dogness, and 
critics comment that he Is filling 
the lack of the humorous In modern 
Biitlsh music. The first published 
composition of Lord Berners were' 
three funeral marches for the piano: 
one for a statesman and suggests, 
with mock pomposity an atmoaphere' 
of uniforms; another i) for a pet 
canary, and the third for a rich aunt, 
wherein' he suggests in his sorrow 
for his relative, and conveyes in his 
music his long cherished desire In 
the selection of an automobile about 
to be realized.

When Anne Boleyn came from 
Greenwich to Westminster on her coro¬ 
nation day, the water procession on 
that occasion resembled that of Lord 
Mayor's Day.* In the Mayor’s barge, 
covered with red cloth fblue except 
at royal ceremonies), garnished with 
banners and streamers, and the sides 
hung with emblazoned targets, were

Fortitude. Zeal. Equity. Conscience 
beating down Treason and Mutiny, 
the two last being enacted "by hurley 
men." In a seat corresponding rhU 
Justice, nnil below her Authority. I

A Soldier-Settler’s Despairing Act 

An Official Narrative. 


Ih the general sense of the term 
poverty in British Columbia Is not 
understood. There is an idea abroad, 
of course, that some people find It 
difficult to elude the spectre of want. 
But hunger and thirst are looked 
upon more In the nature of a stale 
of mind rather than an actual condi¬ 
tion. It would not occur to the aver¬ 
age thinking person, for instance, 
that in a land of plenty any of its 
people would be so reduced in cir¬ 
cumstances that the "next meal" 
could assume a problematical event. 
And the Inherent weakness to place 
too much j’ellance In the Mlcawber 
theory Invariably discounts the be¬ 
lief that the few isolated caaes al'e 
as bad as the indefinite reference 
would seek to portray. That a grate¬ 
ful country could allow one of Its 
former fighting men to struggle for 
very existence Is a circumstance-not 
easy to grasp. Yet requires very 
little more than cursory glance 
over the flies of thd British Colum¬ 
bia Returned Soldlel^' Aid Commls- 
Sion to discover that the full force 
of domestic tragedy has invaded the 
homes of more than one of those gal¬ 
lant warriors who offered ihelr 
bodies to the ex-Kniser's hordes as 
a rampart in defence of cIVilIzutton. 

An Extraordinary Narrative 

Is It possible to believe that in the 
Province of British Columbia primi¬ 
tive methods of burial have been re¬ 
sorted lo for the simjile reason that 
u bereaved fumlly has not possessed 
sufficient of this world's goods to 
bear the cost of a decent funeral? 
The official reconls of ihe Commis¬ 
sion relate such a narrative, a nar¬ 
rative almost beyond conception in 
an age when social progress has 
: reached a piano never believed txie- | 
I slble a century ago. Yet the story 
Is a simple one and Its tragic detail 
Is made the more poignant because 
one of the players In the tragedy was 
a former member of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force. 

The scene was a little homestead 
five miles from a settled community 
fairly well known In one of the pro¬ 
mising rural districts of the Province. 
In family there were man and wife 
and five children. The sixth tiny 
tot came to town five weeks ago. 
The arrival of the newly-born had 
been anticipated with Joy by the set¬ 
tler and his mate. . In a few days, 
however, long before the mother re¬ 
gained her strength, influenza In¬ 
vaded the home. 'The malady took a 
severe form and with scarcely a ral¬ 
ly after the first onslaught both 
mother/and child passed into the 
Great Beyond. 


fighting his way towards indepen¬ 
dence upon the land which he had 
selected under the aegis of the Do¬ 
minion Soldier Settiement Board to 
support himself and his wife and 
Ijulrns. The struggle, however, had 
been a hard tuie. Such results of 
his labor as w’ero tangible went to 
provide the bare necessities of life. 
He had not known the satisfqctlon 
of a margin with which Some of the 
little extras could bo obtained for 
his youngsters. And this new' calam¬ 
ity faced him. His sense of pride 
impelled him to keep his own counsel. 
It was then that primitive Instincts 
and the horror of a burden of debt 
combined forces and delivered him 
to an extraordinary resolve. This 
soldier-settler, one of Canada's army 
who had marched away nt the call 
of the flag, a warrior who had looked 
death In the face for many hours on 
end, begun lo dig a grave under the 
eaves of his own dwelling. He tolled 
alone until his task was accomplished 
and then he laid his dead wife and 
the lifeless mite in the crude grave 
of his own fashioning. 

Happily, however, there Is sequel 
to the narrative. Newa of the man's 
desperate resort reached the Pro¬ 
vincial Beturne<l Soldlcra’ Fommi*- 
sion. Not u minute was waated in 
r)rcllminarit'H and to cover the ex¬ 
pense of the customary burial pro¬ 
cedure a cheque was Issued from the 
offices of the t'ommlsslon in the 
Parliumeiit Buildings. 

Many Other Cases 

Perhaps no instance of domestic 
tragedy w'hlch has come to the atten¬ 
tion the <'ommls.’tlon equals in 
ghastly detail the cause of this sol- 
dier-soltler. It must not be supposed, 
however, that there Is any lack In 
the variety of suffering endured In 
many instances with little more tlwin 
a murmur. Nor does any appeal which 
possesses the least merit gov unsat¬ 
isfied. The rommlsslnn couhl use 
ten times Us annual vote of a quarter 
of a mllllnn dollars in ulicviailng de¬ 
serving causes of hardship among 
former members of the K. F.. and 
It was small wonder that the soldier 
members of the Legislature paid due 
tribute to the work carried on by 
the commission in Its own unosten¬ 
tatious fashion. 

Every document on wimt Secretary 
Pyke calls the rommlssion’s "thank 
you" file provides the proof that 
many ret'jrned men’s famllleM have 
obtained both human sympathy and 
practical aid at the hands of this 
Department of the Provincial Service.

receives pul»lic recognition at this 
time. Past festivals have demon¬ 
strated the music department Is a 
distinct eduoaUnnai asset. 

The festival Is under the general 
direction of .Miss Letha McClure, di¬ 
rector of the music department.

APPROVE ERECTION 
OF ROOHNG PLANT 


Council' Hears Denial of 4he 
Charges That Factory Would 
Be Dangerous 


After being Informed by company 
officials that none of the dire results 
anticipated in certain quarters’would 
occur from the establishment of the 
plant, the City Council, in Streets 
Committee yesterday afternoon, de¬ 
cided to approve the pl^ns of the fac¬ 
tory which the Sidney Rubber Roof¬ 
ing Company will build on the old 
Songhees ReserN'e. 

Replying to the recommendation of 
City Health Officer Arthur O.' Price, 
that the erection of the plant should 
not he allowed on account of its dan¬ 
ger to health. R. W. Mayhew, man¬ 
ager of the company, wrote the 
Council as follows: 

“We believe your Medical Health 
Officer has confused our application 
for the erection of a felt mlU with 
that of a refining plant. We have 
only asked for the privilege nf erect¬ 
ing a felt mill. From this mill there 
will he no offensive odors or a dis¬ 
charge of anything into the harbor 
that would be at all objectionable. 

No Acids Ueed. 

"We do not use acids or lime of any 
kind in the manufacture-of this ma¬ 
terial, and therefore tHere could not 
be any acid discharged into the har¬ 
bor." continued Mr. Mayhew . "The 
wafer we use is from, the Esquimau 
Waterworks Compahy, and it Is used 
for washing the rags. This, of course, 
would naturally go into the harbor 
and is the only discharge that there 
would be from the plant - We are 
convinced that this discharge could 
not In any way b^-tJfitibJdered a men¬ 
ace to either the puhlJcNheaUh or the 
harbor, and we are prepared to give 
our undertaking to the city that such 
is the case. 

"The other Item mentioned In Dr. 
Price’s report was that dealing with 
the storaga of rags and waste paper. 
He seems to be under the impression 
that the rags will be brought in here 
and stored In scows In the harbor. 
This, of 'bourse, is not a fact, as such 
storage would be altogether too ex¬ 
pensive The rags will be brought in 
here by scows, transferred to our 
storehouse and as quickly as potslble 
manufactured into felt and building 
paper. This same industry Is carried 
on in a great many cities in ISastem 
Canada and the Statea and, without 
exception, none of them have to sub¬ 
mit their material to the aterilixatlon 
process which Dr. Price recommends, 
and if such a process was insisted 
upon it would give our competitors 
an unnecessary advantage over us of 
approximately $5 per ton."
